SCHOOL 


Observations 
on tlio Indian School nlMco 
One of thoargest Indian schools 
ih tho territory is loeated at Rice 
twenty miles south of Globe on tho 
San Carlos reservation 
Adrivoof 
ono 
milo 
from tho 
railroad up a slight incline brings 
ono to a small horse shoo 
shaped 
valloy surrounded 
on every 
sido 
except a narrow 
opening 
to tho 
south by majestic mountains 
Ono 
can not 
holp 
observing 
what an 
idea location for tho 
school 
and 
yet a 
shadow 
of 
apprehension 
flashes through ones mind when he 
romembors what a disadvantageous 
position 
this would have 
been in 
the days before tho Apache 
bravo 
buried his hatchet and mado up his 
mind to live in poaco with tho white 
man 
Ono year ago there was nothing 
but sago whqro now stand six largo 
modern buildings 
Four of theso 
are woll constructed 
adobe build 
ings 
two 
of them 
beintr 
dormi- - 


I tori es for tho Indian boys and girls 
ono a commodious dining room and 
tho third the soliool building 
The 
latter is constructed 
according 
to 
tho most modern stylo 
of school 
architecture 
with a largo 
chapel 
furnished with 
chairs for seating 
and a now piano 
Th 
recitation 
rooms are roblny 
convoniciit and 
welt lurmshed 
After 
tho 
first 
four buildings 
woro 
finished it 
was discovered 
that a mostvaluablo building stone 
could bo had 
from tho mountains 
just back of tho 
school site 
Tho 
last two buildings havo 
been 
con- 
structed

of this and aro models of 
their kind 
Tho stono is perfectly 
white and chalky 
in appearance 
and so light 
in wpight that ono 
finds it hard to believe it durablo 
enough for building purposes 
but 
experts havo examined it and say 
it contains 
only thc hardest 
clo 
ments 
Tho last building finisfhod 
furnishes living apartments for the 
superintendent 
his teachers 
and 
other employees 
tho superintend- 
ents

etc 
From 
tho outside tho building 
is 
beautiful in appearance thesnowy 
whiteness being 
relieved by the 
cool shades of green in which tho 
wood work is painted 
Insido tho 
rooms aro commodious and neatly 
furnished

¬ 
ient and water works and gaslight 
give the occupants 
tho comforts of 
cit 
life 
A wide stono walk con 
nccts all buildings 
This will soon 
bo bordored with Shade 
trees and 
plans aro already perfected for bor- 
dering

cotton woods and planting groves 
for shade in tho play ground 
A large ditch has just boen com-
